Much Food is in the Tillage of the Poor: But there is that 
is deſtroyed for want of Judgment. 

1 may ſeem, at firſt Sight, to bear little or no Re- 

lation to each other. But if we conſider them 
more cloſely, we ſhall find perhaps that there is a Con- 
nex ion between them, and that the latter contains in 


it the principal Reaſon why that Plenty which in the 
former is aſcribed to Tillage, or Culture, as its natu- 


ral Effect, is not conſtantly produced, namely, for 
want of Fudement :

N theſe Words there are two Aſſertions, which 
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The Word Judgment may be taken in two diſtinct 
Senſes; it may either ſignify Virtue and Diſcretion in 
private Life, or a wiſe and juſt Adminiſtration with 
regard to the Publick, 1 

If by want of Judgment be here meant want of 
Virtue and Diſcretion in particular Perſons, then the 
Import of theſe Aſſertions, when thus jointly conſi- 
dered, {ſeems to be this: That tho' the natural Effect 
of well-applied Labour be Plenty and Proſperity, yet 
there are who are impoveriſhed and even deſtroyed for 
want of judging and acting rightly in this re ſpect; ei- 
ther for want of apprehending how neceſſary and how 
advantageous Induitry is, or elſe for want of right 
Management m the Application of that Induſtry, 

But if by Judgment, in this Place, we ought rather 
to underſtand, what it more frequently ſignifies in the 
ſacred Writings, a wiſe and juſt Adminiſtration of Go- 
vernment, then the Meaning muſt be, that tho' In- 

duſtry be naturally productive of Plenty, yet there 
are Places and People that reap not this Benefit for want 
of proper Laws, or a due Execution of ſuch Laws, 
with regard to employing the Poor. _ 

And therefore, in ſpeaking farther to this Subject 
J ſhall endeavour to treat it in ſuch a Manner as may 
ſerve, in ſome Meaſure, to prevent the many great 
Inconveniences which are apt to ariſe from each of 


theſe Defects. 
=; I. And

I. And firſt then, ſhould the Queſtion be asked, 
What Obligation we are under to take the Burden of 
Labour upon us, it may be ſufficient to obſerve, by 
way of Anſwer, that if the Laws of our Country, 
or the Commands of our God and Saviour are of any 
Weight with us, both theſe, we know, do ſo expreſsly 
forbid Idleneſs, and enjoin Induſtry, that there can be 
no doubt but that we are bound in Duty, not only 
as rational and ſocial Beings, but alſo in our religious 
Capacity, as the Servants of God and the Diſciples of 
Chriſt, to contribute our proper Proportion of Aſſiſt- 
ance towards maintaining and promoting the Welfare 
of the Community; and conſequently, that it is not 
only unfit, but alſo unjuſt, and even irreligious to 
be 7dle. 

But as Authority, however well grounded, is nat 
often well received, let us appeal to Nature and the 
Reaſon of Things, and ſee what Inſtructions they will 
give us. 5 

Now if we conſider the Nature of Man and the 
Situation he is in, it will plainly appear that he was 
intended by his Creator for an Active Life. Our Bones, 
Muſcles, Sinews, and Nerves are all ſo framed and 
diſpoſed, as not only to be conſtantly ready for Mo- 
tion, but alſo to move with the utmoſt Eaſe, and with 
a ſurprizing Force and Quickneſs, in exact Obedience 
to our Will. And as the Formation of the Eody in 
general, ſo every Part, but more eſpecially the Hands 
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have a very remarkable Aptitude for Labour, peculiar 
to the human Species, which is well expreſſed by the 
Word Dextericy, and is always greatly encreaſed by 
Exercife and Habit, And what a very good Judge of 
the Powers of Nature has curſorily obſerved, in one 
of his Aphoriſms, will, I doubt not, be confirmed by 
Experience, That even an infirm old Man who has 
e been long accuſtomed to Work, will bear Work 


ce better, will do it more readily, and go through it 


< with leſs Fatigue, than ſuch as are both young and 
< ſtrong, but un- uſed to Labour.“ | 
And then ſuch is the Energy or Activity of the hu- 
man Mind, that by ſome it is held to be its very Eſ- 
ſence. But however that be, it is plainly the Nature 
of it to be very Active and Buſy; and if it be not ſup- 
plied with proper Materials for it to work upon, it will 
catch at every Trifle that paſſes, and waſte its Strength 
in queſt of Employment. Whereas, on the other Hand, 
when rightly employed, the more it is exerciſed, the 
more Strength and Quicknels it acquires, and becomes 
the more expert in all its Operations. So that the very 
Frame of our Conſtitution, both in Body and Mind, 
is an Exhortation to Induſtry. | 
Which Truth may be {ti]l farther enforced by this 


following Obſervation : That both our Neceſſi:ies and 


our Pleaſures call upon us to be Induſtrious. 
Other Animals have Food and Raiment provided for 


them by Nature. Bur Man muſt provide both for 
himſelf; 
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F himſelf ; or at leaſt, ſome pains muſt bs taken before 
. he eam be conveniently Actommodated with eit her. 
# So that if Induſtry were to ceaſe, our bodily Suſtenanee 
| would be cut off, and our Sabi fence. ma with it, 
And the fame Leſſon of Iaſtruction is inculcated to 
us by the Neceſſities of the Mird ; which is, at firſt, a 
= mere empty Receptacle ; capable indeed of receiving and 
$ retaining great Treaſurte of Knowledge; but then 
4 thoſe Treaſures are not to he obtained without Iaudiſry. 

In ſhort, which ever Way we look, whether withim 

or without, whether we conſider our own Nature, or 
the Nature of Things about us, we ſhall find that B- 
duſtry is abſolutely neceſſary, not only for the Impfove- 
ment, but even for the Preſer vation of the whole. 
Induſtey i is che Main and Maſter Spring, by which all 
the Wheels of the ſocial Syſtem are put in Motion; 
and without Induſtry, he. whole Barth would be 4 
Scene of Wildernefs and Diſtreſs; and Man; who 
Stiles himſelf the Lord of the Creation, in a worſe 
State than the Brutes. 
And if our Neceſſities cannot be anſwered without 
the aſſiſtance of Induſtry, muel leſs then can we rea- 
ſonably Hope to enjoy any Pheaſure, or, at leaft, any 

. laſting Pleaſure without it. 

Men of Buſineſs are very apt to imagine that they 
ſhould be much Happier than they are, if they had 4 
nothing todo. And yet how few have made the Ex- 
periment, by retiringfrom Buſineſs to their wiſh'd- for 


Quiet, 
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Quiet, without being ſoon convinced of their Error; 


no. Labour being halt ſo burdenſome as want of Em- 
ployment. The very Word Amuſement ſeems to im- 


ply, That in order to be pleaſed we muſt be ſome- 
how employed. Almoſt every Thing that minifters 
to our Pleaſures is the effect of Labour. And the Man 
who ſtudies his own Eaſe moſt, has moſt Occaſion for 
the Labqurs of others, and phegofare moſt Reaſon to 
e Induſtry, however Indolent he ma 7 be him- 

Nor is it in private Life alone that Induſtry is of ſo 
much Importance. There being no political Maxim 
more true, or more generally acknowledged to be ſo, 
than this: That the Strength and Wealth of every 
* Nation depends chiefly on the Number of working 
“Hands employed in it.” As a Proof of which give 
me Leave to obſerve, that a Writer of good Authority 
in Calculations of this Sort, has computed every com- 
mon Labourer to be worth to the Publick, at an Aye- 
rage, between Eight and Nine Pounds a Vear. And 
if ſo, then every idle Hand does, as it were annuall 
rob the Publick of that Sum, beſides being otherwiſc 
hurtful to it, in many reſpedts. __

+ By a later Calculation 205 Working Hand i js 1 to 
be to the Publick, at an Average, about Eleven Pounds a Year 


clear Profit; the Price of Labour being PEO raiſed within 
a few Years. 
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But as it is not mere Labour, but Labour in con- 


junction with Art, and managed with Judgment, that 
is thus beneficial to Society, and for want of Judg- 
ment much Induſtry is deſtroyed, or thrown away. 


II. Let us now therefore, in the next Place, pro- 


cced to conſider, what Rules and Methods are pro- 


per to be obſerved, in order to render Indyſtry effec- 
tual, and make it conducive to the Publick Good. 

It would, I am ſenſible, be a vain Attempt to aim 
at unfoldivg all the Myſteries of Trade, or pointing 


out the beſt and moſt skilful Manner of exerciſing all 


the various Arts in which the Labour of Man is em- 
ployed; eſpecially for one who has not any skill or 


Experience in Mercantile Affairs; and therefore that I 


ſhall not pretend to. But without deſcending ſo far 


Into Particulars, thus much we may ſafely ſay in ge- 


neral, that there are ſome prudential Rules and Max- 
ims with regard to the Encouragement and Application 
of Labour, which, it duly obſerved, would be highly 
Beneficial, and greatly contribute to the Proſperity of 
this Kingdom. Some few of which I ſhall take the 


Liberty to mention. 


1. And here, in the firſt Place, it is very obvious, 


that one of the ſureſt Ways to make Induſtry prevail, 


in the moſt effectual Manner, is, to let thoſe who 
are diſpoſed to be Induſtrious, find the Benefit of be- 


ing ſo; To let the Labourer, who is worthy of his Hire, 
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enjoy the Hire which he is worthy of, and be ſecure 
of the Property which he honeſtly earns by the Sweat 
of his Brow: To give proper Encouragement to all 
Arts and Sciences, not only by particular and extraor- 
dinary Præmiums (which, tho' uſeful and neceſſary 
to excite the firſt Sparks of Emulation, are not to be 
reſted on as a ſufficient and durable Support to any 
fettled Trade or Commerce) but alſo by a general and 

conſtant good Treatment of ſuch as Work in them; 
(without which all other Methods and Attempts will 
ſignify little) by allowing them to partake, in due 
proportion, of the common Advantages ariſing from 
Induſtry, and not cruelly muxxling the Ox which tread- 
eth out the Corn, It being a very juſt Obſervation 
which Solomon makes, that He who oppreſſeth the Poor, 
ro encreaſe his Riches ſhall ſurely come to Want. 1 
2. Another Rule which ought always to be obſerved, 
with regard to the Application of Induſtry 1s, that 
ſuch Occaſions as are moſt Prefling and of moſt Im- 
portance, be molt attended to, and firſt provided for. 
A wiſe Builder will be ſure that his Foundation be 
well laid, and made perfectly ſecure, before ever he 
attempts to raiſe a pompous Superſtructure upon it. 
And when it is raiſed, he will conſult Convenience more 
than Show, and not laviſh away, in ſuperfluous Em- 
belliſhments, what he may hereafter, if he does not 
at preſent, ſtand in Need of, to keep the Fabrick in 
proper repair; knowing well that the more magnifi- 
| cent 
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cent the Edifice is, the greater, if it falls, will be the 
Fall thereof, and the greater the Diſcredit which will 
attend its Fall. . 
And if this be Wiſdom in private Life, it muſt be 
ſtill more ſo with reſpect to the Publick, in propor- 
tion as the Publick Welfare is of more Importance than 
that of any private Perſon, or Family. And tho' it 
be true, that if one Member ſuffers the whole Politi- 
cal Body muſt, in ſome meaſure ſuffer with it; yet 
one Member may ſuffer, or even be cut off, and the 
reſt of the Body ſtill ſubſiſt; but ſhould the whole 
Body, ſhould the Conſtitution decay, every Member 
_—_ decay with it. Which ſhews the Folly as well 
as the Unfairneſs of thoſe narrow-minded People who 
are regardleſs of the publick Welfare, though their 
own has a neceſſary and cloſe Connexion with it. It 
being the very {ame abſurdity as it would be for any 
Man to refuſe his Aſhſtance towards ſaving rhe Veſſel 
in which he is embarked, though, at the ſame Time, 
exceſſively anxious to preſerve his own ſhare of the 
Goods that are on Board. 

3. A third Rule highly proper to be obſerved in 
the Application of Induſtry is, to turn the Courſe of 
it into ſuch Channels as are moſt open to receive it, 
moſt commodious for it, and leaſt liable to Obſtrue- 
tions. 

To Succeed in any Attempt when Nature and Rea- 
ſon are againſt us, is a very difficult Task. But if = 
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act in Concert with them, and purſue ſuch Methods 
as they point out to us, it is eaſy to make a great and 
ſpeedy Progreſs in Improvements. This or that Scheme 
may appear well in Speculation, but is it practicable? 
That's the main Queſtion, For if it be nor, it 1s 
nothing. And the chief Difference between a Wiſe 
Man and a Fool is this: That the one chooſes ſuch 
Means as are proper and ſuitable, but the other ſuch 
as are improper and unſuitable, to obtain his End. 

4. Again, fourthly, the more effectually to pro- 
mote Induſiry, it be hoves us all, in our ſeveral Stations, 
to diſcountenance every Thing that is, in any ſhape 
or degree, a hindrance to it; and particularly Popery. 


For that Popery is a Clog to Induſtry is plain, among 


many other Proofs, from the exorbitant Number of 
Holy- Days which the Church of Rome requires to be 


obſerved, and will not ſuffer to be profaned by bodily 


Labour. 5 
It being computed that the Labourers who are Pa- 


piſts do leſs Work in a Year than ſuch as are Pro- 
reſtants, by at leaſt a Tenth Part; and conſequently 


are proportionably ſo much leſs uſeful to the Publick, 


from the Oblervance of ſo many Faſis and Feſtivals, 
beſides other frequent Interruptions of Buſineſs occa- 
ſioned by Penances, Pilgrimages, and the like. And if 
we farther conſider what Swarms of Drones lie idle 


in their Monaſtical Cells, who might and would be uſe- 


ful Members of the Community, if ſer at liberty and 
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rightly employed, there can be no Doubt whether 
Popery be not an hindrance to Induſiry, and conſe- 
quently hurtful to Society. HS 


5. But after all, except the Lord keep the City, the 


Watchman waketh but in unin., Human Power and 


Wiſdom is, at beſt, but very imperfect, and will ava? 
but little without the Blefling and Aſſiſtance of Hea- 


ven; and therefore, the Laſt Thing that I ſhall men- 


tion as the fureſt Means to crown our Labours. with 

Suceeſs, is a truly Pious and Virtuous Life. 
The Children of this World i. e. They who attend to 

nothing but this World, are ſaid to be Wiſer in their 


Generation than the Children of Light; not becauſe the 


End they have in View is more Valuable, or more 


Worthy of Purſuit, but becauſe the Means They make 


uſe of, and the Care they take to compaſs that End, 
are better ſuited to their Purpoſe, and more agreeable 
to the Rules of Prudence. And, in general, un- 
doubtedly, this is much too true. But, at the ſame 
time, it is certain, that the Wiſdom of his World alſo 


is ſo far guilty of the ſame Abſurdity as the Sons of 
Light are here reproached with, and is ſo far Fooliſh- 


neſs even with regard to zhis Life, as it ſuffers Virtue 
and Religion to be neglected and diſcountenanced. Im- 


morality and Profaneſs, or an utter Diſregard of all 


Principle, being altogether as inconſiſtent with zrus 
Policy as with true Religion, And it is really very 
ſurprizing that this important Truth is not more, and 

more.

more ſeriouſly attended to. But however, the leſs 
it has been hitherto regarded, the more occaſion 
there is for its being nom duly conſidered, and laid 
to Heart; that the Things which belong to our 
Peace and Proſperity be rightly underſtood, and pro- 


perly provided for, in this our Day, leaſt the time 


ſhould come when it may be too late; when, through 


our own Folly and Miſmanagement, they may, irre- 


coverably, be hid from our Eyes. 

III. Having thus endeavoured to illuſtrate and en- 
force the DoCtrine of my Text as a general Truth, I 
ſhall now proceed to make ſuch an Application of what 
has been ſaid as may be ſuitable to the Preſent Occafion. 

1. Firſt then, if Induſtry be ſo neceſſary, ſo reaſon- 
able, and ſo beneficial, both in private andyublick Life, 
as has been ſhewn, where then is the Wiſdom, or where 
the Virtue of that Sort of Almſgiving, which, inſtead 
of promoting Induſtry, has the quite contrary Effect; 
encouraging Idleneſs, Wantonneſs, and Vice. Charity 


miſapplied may have the Merit of a good Intention; 
but is, in Fact, an Injury done to the Community. And 


therefore, it were much to be wiſhed, that well diſ- 
poſed Perſons would call in Prudence to direct their Be- 
nevolence; and not ſuffer themſelves to be teized our 


of their Alms, by the noiſy Clamours of the inſolent 


Vagabond, or defrauded of them by any Arts of Deceit. 
The Widows Mite when properly applied, may, in Ef- 


fect, be more, may carry more Benefit as well as more 
1 Virtue

Virtue with it, than much larger Sums indiſereetiy given, 
or rather thrown away upon improper and unworthy 


Ob 
2. Another Reflection which naturally occurs from 


what has been ſaid, is this: That if the ſureſt Method 


to make Induſtry effectual is, to let thoſe who are diſ- 
poſed to be Induſtrious find the Benefit of being ſo, 


then that Cuſtom, which too much prevails, of con- 
ſtantly ſhifting the poor Labourer from one barren 


Spot of Ground to another, as faſt as ever he reclaims 
them, without allowing him Time or Room to reap 
any Advantage from all his Labour, beyond a bare 
ſcanty Subſiſtence This Cuſtom, I ſay, muſt ſurely 


be exceedingly wrong, in all reſpects. It is, as the 


Prophet Iſaiah has ſtrongly expreſſed it F Beating the 
People to Pieces, and grinding the Faces of the Poor; it is 
both Cruelty and Folly, it is weakening the Hands by 
which we are fed, and cutting off our own Supplies for 
fear that they who provide them for us, ſhould, in any 
Degree, partake of them with us. Than which no- 


thing ſurely can be more ungenerous or more abſurd, 


3. Again thirdly, if it appears from what has been 
ſaid, that thoſe Neceſſities which are meſt prefling, and 
thoſe Occaſions which are of moſt Importance, ſhould 


be moſt attended to, and firſt provided for, then IT- 
lage 


+ Jaiab, iii. 15. 
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Jage and the Linen Manufacture are undoubtedly the 
cwo main Points which we of this Nation ought 
chiefly to regard; with reſpect to the former, I mean 
Tillage, the neceſſity of it is but too evident, from the 
immenſe Sums of Money which have frequently gone, 


and are ſtill continually going out of this Kingdom, 


merely for Bread-Corn; which nothing but ouc own 
Indolence, or Indiſcretion could ſo often occaſion. And 
as to the latter, the Linen Manufacture, the Benefits 
which have already ariſen from it are inſtead of a 
Thouſand Arguments to convince us of it's Importance. 
Plenty and Proſperity attend it's Progreſs; and where- 


ever it ſtops, there Sloth and Poverty begin to take 


Place. | | 

Among the many national Evils and Calamities de- 
nounced againft the Egyptians, by the Mouth of 1ſatah, 
the decay of their Linen Manufacture is one of their 


Chief; which the Prophet forewarns them of, in the 


19th Chapter of his Prophecy and at the gth Verſe, 
in theſe following Words, Moreover they that work in 
fine Flax, and they that weave Net-work ſhall be con- 
founded: Shall, with Shame and Confuſion, fink into 
Ruin, by loſing the Art and Exerciſe, and conſequently 
the many Advantages of that important Branch of 


Commerce. And as it appears that the principal Cauſe 


of Their ſuffering, in this reſpect, was their Folly and 
Perverſneſs, their Immorality and Superſtition, let us 
; „„ an 
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take warning by their Example, leaſt, by being guilty 


of the ſame Crimes, we incur the ſame Puniſhment. 
4. But fourthly, if it be a Rule which ought always 

to be oblerved, in the Application of Induſtry to turn 

it into ſuch Channels as are moſt open to receive it, 


molt commodious for it, and leaſt liable to Obſtruc- 


tions, this is a farther and {till ſtronger Reaſon why 
we ſhould look upon thoſe before-mentioned, but 
more eſpecially the Linen Manufacture, as the chief 
Fountain of our Proſperity ; having found by Expe- 
rience (which in all ſuch Caſes is the ſafeſt and ſureſt 
Guide) that it is a perpetual Spring of great Profit, and 


| ſuch as is more ſecure than any other from being either 


obſtructed or exhauſted. But, at the ſame time, it 
may be proper to obſerve, that tho' Tillage and the 
Linen Manufacture ought to be the chief Objects of 
our Care, for the Reaſons before aſſigned, yet is it 
equally neceſſary, in point of Prudence, that the Par- 


ticular Circumſtances of the ſeveral different Parts of 


the Kingdom be duly conſidered, and that the Chil- 
dren of the Poor ſhould be trained up to Labour, in 
various Ways, according as the various Occaſions of 
different Places may require. 

5. My Filth and laft Obſervation is this: That if 
Induſiry in general, if Tillage and the Linen Manufac- 


ture in particular, and laſtly, if the true Proteſtant Re- 


ligion, are Objects worthy of our Care, and the moſt 
ꝓrobable Means to promote the Welfare of our Coun- 
5 C ö try,

try, then, conſequently, That Inſtitution in behalf F 
of which we are here aſſembled, does well deſerve all 
the Countenance and Encouragement that has been gi- 
ven, and all that can be given to it. It being highly 
rational and uſeful in all reſpects, and as well adapted 
to anſwer the Ends for which it was deſigned as can 
well be conceived. And if the ſureſt Way to make 
Induſtry effeCtual is to give all proper Encouragement 
to the Induſtrious, then F That Society alſo which 
makes the Encouragement and Improveinent of all 
Arts and Sciences its peculiar Care, muſt contribute 
not a little to the ſame good Purpoſes, and be parti- 
cularly well ſuited to go oo in Hand, as it kindly 
does, with that of the Proteſtant Working Schools. 

And therefore whoever is really and truly a Friend 
to this Country will alſo, and for that very Reaſon, 
be a Friend and Patron to theſe Societies. And they 
who are Friends to theſe Societies do thereby give a 
ſubſtantial Proof that they are really and truly Friends 
to this Country. EE. 

And if ſo, how thankful ought we to be, in the firſt 
Place, to Heaven, for having raiſed up to us fo many 
Friends, of all Ranks and Degrees, both at Home and 
Abroad; but more eſpecially in our Siſter Kingdom, 


which (influenced by the great Example of our graci- 
| a | ous 
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+ The Dublin-Society; for the Support of which, his Majeſty, 
upon the Recommendation of his Excellency the Lord Licutenant, 
has been graciouſly pleaſed to give 500 l. per Annum. | 
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ous Sovereign) has kindly, with a moſt liberal Hand, 
encouraged and promoted this uſeful Inſtitution. Of 
which Subſcriptions, Gifts, and Legacies to the amount 
of Eleven Thouſand Pounds, are no ſlender Proof, Nor has 
this copious ſtream of Benevolence flowed in upon us, 
in the Day of Peace and Plenty alone, but is, in great 
Meaſure, ſtill continued ro us, even at a Time, when 
they themſelves are haraſſed and diſtreſſed by civil 
Diſturbances. As appears from many conſiderable In- 
ſtances; and eſpecially from one, very lately given, 
by a f Perſon eminent for her Charity, upon all Oc- 
caſions, and who cloſed the Period of her Days with 
an ample Contribution for the Support of this Society, 
as the laſt and beſt Proof ſhe could give, that Benevolence 
and Diſcretion were the ruling Principles of her Con- 
duct, throughout her whole Life.

Hao thankful therefore, in the next Place, ought

But as it is now be- 
come the Care of the * Publick, being kindly Counte- 
nanced and Cheriſhed by thoſe whole Buſineſs, whoſe 
Pleaſure, and whoſe Honour it is, to conſult and pro- 
vide for the Publick Good, it will, we doubt not, 
through the Bleſſing of the Almighty, ſoon take Root 
dowuwards, and bear Fruit upwards, extending its 
Branches through the Land. 

Finally Brethren, whatſoever Things are True, whatſoever 
Things are Honeſt, whatſoever Things are Fuſt, Pure, 
Lovely, and of good Report, if there be any Virtue, and 
if there be any Praiſe, any thing Virtuous and Praiſe-

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INTRODUCTION. 


| HE Deſigns of the Iv coRORAT ED SocttTyY for promoti 
EnGLis PROTESTANT SCHOOLS in this Kingdom, are ſo 
mn well known, and have been ſo often publiſhed ; that little 
need be ſaid to introduce the following Abſtract. | 
The ſeveral Charter Working Schools already eſtabliſhed in the 
many Counties in this Iſland, ſhew the Succeſs of the Society's Endea- 
vours, who. hope to encreaſe the Number of ſuch Schools, by freſh 

Aids from charitable and well diſpoſed Perſons. . 

The Education of popiſh Children in the Proteſtant Religion, is 
the main end-which the Society ſteadily purſue. And in order to do 
this more effectually, they carefully tranſplant all the Children on 
their firſt Admiſſion, to places remote from the Habitation of their 
Parents, and train them up in Work and Labour, chiefly in Agriculture 
and the Linnen Manufacture, as their Years and Strength will admit. 
The Children are uſed to a laborious, orderly, and cleanly way of 
Life, the better to qualifie them to be Apprentices and Servants in 
Proteſtant Families: And as the want of ſuch N and Ser- 
vants of both Sexes has been much complained of, all Perſons may 
now know that they may be henceforth ſupplied from theſe Schools. * 
And could Gentlemen of the ſeveral Counties of this Kingdom, 

where Charter Schools have not yet taken place, be prevailed upon ſo 
far to encourage theſe uſeful Inſtitutions in the Counties where they 
dwell, that each County of the Kingdom might have a Specimen of 
even one Charter School among them, the Benefit would ſoon become

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The Wiſdom of the Legiſlature has by a late Statute given their 
Sanction to the Charter Scheme, by granting a Duty on Hawkers and 
Pedlars, in aid of the Society ; and, at the ſame time, have enabled 
all Perſons, whatſoever, to give two Acres of Land for the Uſe of an 
Engliſh Proteſtant School. 

His Excellency the Earl of Cheſterfield, Lord Lieutenant of this 
Kingdom, hath alſo, in a particular Manner, Patronized the Society, 
by a Paragraph in his Speech made to both Houſes of Parliament;

* That the greateſt Part of the Contributions to this good Work 
* come from England, and are given by Perſons, many of whom have 
no Intereſt in Ireland, nor any relation to it, but ſend over their 
* Bounty upon the pure Principle of Charity, for which they can hope 
* for no Reward but in the World to come. But the Caſe is very 
different with regard to the Gentlemen of /reland ; for as their Bene- | 
* faftions will be laid out in their own Country, and frequently upon 
* their own Eſtates; the money will circulate among their own Te- 
* nants. Every popiſh Child turned out a Proteſtant from theſe Schools, 
will bring an Acceſſion of Strength to the Proteſtant Intereſt, and 
of Wealth to the Kingdom, by the Labour of his Hands; ſo 
that if Charter Schools could be ſufficiently extended and diffuſed, 
they would be the means of increaſing Induſtry and Trade, and 
uſeſul Manufactures, which muſt of courſe improve every Gentle-
